I? any man deserved his party's presidential 
endorsem ent in 1952, it was Robert A. Taft. 
The intelligent and respected senator from 
Ohio was Mr Republican in every sense of the 
word and. next to the president', possibly the 
most im portant man in the governm ent 
But be was a conservative out of another 
time and liberal Republicans didn't like him. 
Even some conservatives feared, rn their heart 
of hearts, that he couldn’t win. 
Like a magnet drawn to iron. the Republic­ 
an rebels turned to war hero Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, now commanding the North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization in Europe, who had 
said in 1948 that soldiers ought to keep out of 
politics. 
Four years later, his thinking had changed. 
There was the endless stalemate of the war in 
Korea and a "scandal a d ay ' out of Washing­ 
ton in valving corruption, graft and favoritism. 


Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. persuaded ‘ Ike-’ 
to let his name be entered in the New Hamp­ 
shire prim ary in March The general buried 
both Taft and Harold Stassen of Minnesota 
When Eisenhower came home in May. how. 
ever, he learned that the nomination was not 
going to be handed to him just like that. Taft 
men controlled the COP national committee 
and an impressive number of delegates to the 
convention in Chicago. By the time the party 
assembled in July, Taft claimed 603 of the 
604 votes needed for the nomination. 
But this included contested seats from 
Georgia. Louisiana and Texas who sent rival 
delegations exchanging mutual charges of 
fraud and theft. The pro-Taft credentials com­ 
mittee gave Georgia to Taft The Eisenhower 
men knew they needed every one of the 
others, and they could only get them by taking 
the decision out of the hands of the committee. 


They succeeded in a maneuver that placed 
the dispute before the whole convention. 
Ike won and Taft's strength was cracked. 
On the first ballot. Eisenhower received 595 
votes. Then Minnesota, freed from its commit­ 
m ent to Stassen. quickly sw itched to Ike and 
put him over. Young, vote-getting Sen R.ch­ 
ard M Nixon of California was nominated for 
vice president. 
Eisenhower s "crusade*’ against corruption, 
fortified by a campaign pledge to visit Korea, 
snowed under the D em ocrats candidate. Gov. 
Adlai E. Stevenson of Illinois— 422 electoral 
votes to 89 
lf some Republicans were happy at end ng 
"20 years of treason'* by the Democrats, others 
were even happier that 20 years of lean 
political pickings were over.

Answer With the fear of gov­ 
ernment cutting dewr on de­ 
fense spending this is a ques 
twn which needs a frank dis 
cussiot! In our opinion, defense 
spending cannot produce pros- 
penty throughout the nation It 
is just as rational to contend 
that burning a city down and 
having the insurance companies 
rebuild it would add to the pros­ 
perity of the nation. 
What most people do not see 
is that rf defense spending is 
kept down and other govern­ 
ment spending is not increased 
then the taxpayer will rave the 
amount of money equal to what
